Retired Farmer is Not Always _ 


The 


Contented in His New Surround- | 


ings } 

Every spring in almost every sec-) 
tion of the country there is an exodus 
of middle aged and elderly tarmers 
from the farm to the little towns-——a 
sort of counter movement to the back 
to the land migration of town folks. 
We have investigated many of these 
exchanges of the farm for the town, 
and we are convinced that in most) 
cases the initiative has been taken by 
the wife, the husband acquiescing 
willingly or grudgingly as his interest 
in his farm home was slight or deep 
rooted, 

But why do farmers want to sell or} 
rent their farms, give up the habits of 
a lifetime and move into a cramped 
house in the town? Doubtless in a 
majority of instances the answer 
would be that the difficulty of obtain- 
ing help indoors and out, and the con- 
sequent hard work entailed upon the} 
farm owner, make the change desir- 
able or imperative. Then there are 
the wife and daughters longing for a 
little more liveliness and excitement; 
but at the bottom of it all is that 
restlessness and all impelling desire 
for a change which attacks every man 
when he has reached middle life. If 
one is able to withstand the disease 
for a few years, he is likely to find 
his familiar environment take on new 
attractions. Just now in our neighbor-! 
hood this insistent desire for a change 
has gripped « number of my neigh- 
bors sO hard that they are joining in 
excursions to Florida, in the hope of 
finding swamps, where, it is claimed, 
summer is perpetual, the alligators 
good company, the neighbors rich, re- 
fined and cultured, and where an as-| 
sured and ample income is derived 
from celery, asparagus, potatoes or 
some other single crop to which the | 
land is alleged to be peculiarly well 
adapted. Some of our neighbors who 
have returned are full of enthusiasm, 
while others, and these are the more 
observing and successful at home, see | 
nothing particularly inviting in the 
Florida prospect. 

What does a man who has lived and 
worked on a farm for fifty years or 
longer gain by moving to town and 
engaging in the monotonous task of 
kiling time? In the first place he} 
gains leisure, if that is desirable. He 
has time to get into the front line 
whenever a fire occurs and the en- 
gines are brought into play; but even 
that novelty grows stale in time. He! 
has leisure to visit the court room|} 
and witness the administration of jus-} 
tice, as it is displayed in the trial of! 
scores of trivial and petty cases; but! 
he soon finds that it adds little to his | 
contentment or satisfaction of mind 
and less to his income. And it is the} 
paucity of his income that is a con-}| 
stant source of worry to himself and} 
his good wife. To get along on it at 
all it is necessary to skimp and pare 
and to sail close to the wind, What} 
would) happen if the crops should! 
prove pad and the tenant default in| 
the payment of his rent, they dare not} 
think; and so they find eventually that 
life in the town is not all it was to 
their imagination as they discussed 
the prospect in the sitting room back 
home, and that not even the privilege 
of sitting on a store box in front of a 
town dry goods store in the bright 
spring weather, swapping farm exper- 
jences with other “retired” and ma- 
rooned farmers, provides the entire 
satisfaction it was supposed to.

Housing the Sheep

animals require clean, dry shelter, It 
is especially important that the feet 
and fleece be kept dry. If their quar- 
ters are dry and clean the sheep will 
stand very cold weather without dis- 
comfort or disease, There must be 
ample ventilation, sheep if closely 
cTowded sweat badly and quickly use 
up oxygen in the air, but there must 
be no drafts us sheep are very subject 
to colds, In the orainary climate the 
sheep barn may be constructed of one 
thickness of matched boards, It 
should be large enough to house the 
entire flock without crowding. Win- 
dows enough to permit lots of sun- 
shine to enter and clean, dry bedding 
under foot are necessities. The lamb- 
ing pens should be of warmer con- 
struction than the general shed.

Irrigation in Alberta 


The Experience of Irrigation Farmers 
in Wet Years 


An unusualy wet season such as 
1915 naturally raises the question, 
“How do Irrigated crops in the large 
irrigation area in Southern Alberta 
fare under such conditions?” Numer- 
ous theories have been advanced as to 
results under such conditions, but the 
only definite answer is found in the 
testimony of the threshing machine, 
and this seems to indicate that even 
in a wet year, irrigation ig at least 
no disadvantage, and irrigated crops 
are at least as heavy and mature as 
early as those grown without irriga- 
tion. 

As an example may be quoted the 
experience of Mr, R. P. Hansen, who 
farms a short distance east of Leth- 
bridge, Alberta. All the stubble land 
on his farm was heavily irrigated in 
the fall of 1914 as a preparation for 
the 1915 crop, the water being ap- 
plied from September 20 to October 5. 
During the month of October and 
early in November, this land was 
plowed to a depth of five inches and 
wag left in that condition until the 
spring of 1916, when it was harrow- 
ed twice about the middle of April. 
It was then double disced, harrowed 
and levelled. It was acerwards seed- 
ed at the rate of two and a half bush- 
els to the acre with oats, the ground 
being seeded to a depth of three 
inches This fleld consisted of 40 
acres, and when the oats were thresh- 
ed in the fall of 1915 they yielded 4,- 
37 bushels, or an average of 101 bush- 
els to the acre. 

Land on the same farm on which 
barley was grown was similarly irri- 
gated in the fall of 1914, and was plow- 
ed in the spring of 1915 to a depth of 
}six inches, the area plowed each day 
being harrowed the same evening. 
}The barley yleld.d an average of 54 
bushels to the acre, \ 

Although neither oats nor barley 
was seeded early and the land for 
both crops was heavily fallsirrigated 
and received the heavy rainfall of 
11915, yet the crops matured at an 
early date with the yields above stat- 
ed. 

On the whole the net result of a 
season such as 1915 in Southern Al- 
berta, seems to prove that the soil’ is 
immensely fertile when sufficient wa- 
ter is applied at the right time, and 
{that irrigation of grain crops is at 
least no disadvantage in a wet season, 
whereag it guarantees the farnier 
against loss from drouth in any or- 
dinary year.

How the Country is Standing the 
Strain, and an Idea of the 
Future 
(By W. 8. Dinnick, in Monetary 
Times) 

Writing in the Monetary Times, I 


said a year ago that a big crop in 
1915 meant in itself gure prosperity 
for Canada. That was my opinion, 
notwithstanding the fact that we were 
then assailed by doubts and discour- 
agements.

CO. P. R. Will Establish 
Returned Veterans Colonies 

The huge problem of taking care of the.returned 
soldiers is one that is now being considered and will 
require the most careful consideration of the British, 
Dominion and Provincial The Canadian 
Pacific Kailway Company, however, is the first to come 
forward with a scheme, and it appears to be one that will 
appeal to the soldiers. President Shaughnessy in an inter- 
view, appearing in this issue, says that his company will 
take its share of the burden in assisting the men who have 
fought the battles of the Empire by establishing in Weat- 
ern Canada ‘Returned Veterans Colonies’, where men who 
wieh to go in for farming can obtain improved farms on 
terms which will in time enablejthem to become land 
owners and create homes for themselves and families. He 
also proposes to supply instructive farms in each colony 
under competent agriculturists who will supply advice and 
instructions to the soldiers, Lord Shaughnessy says he 
expects some will find fault with the scheme but the inten- 
tion is to carry it through as a duty to the Empire.

Those are only the terms to be de- 
manded from France according to 
Professor Hasekal, England was to 
he occupied by German troops and the 
uritish overseas dominions were to be 
taken over, Belgium was to be ab- 
sorbed, together with her Congo ter 
tory in Africa, Poland was to be re- 
established as a part of Austria. The 
Russian Baltic provinces were to be 
given up to Germany, 

The German idea of war is not self- 
defence but plunder, and this was 
strikingly illustrated when Bismarck 
visited London about half a century 
ago, He remained silent practically 

“Nil the time he was being taken about 
the priceless treasures of the museum 
or the royal palaces or art galleries 

The historical associations of the ven- 

erable Tower of London left him un- 

moved. The exquisite haze that creeps 
ubout the river during the long Eng- 
lish twilight had no interest for him.

an Acreage be Planted This 
Year 
Men training for overseas service 
will be allowed to take part in the

FIRE SPREADING IN THE 
ANTHRACITE COAL BEDS 


Blaze Started Sixty Years Ago Has 
Burned Through Immense Con- 
ercte Wall 


The famous mine fire, which has 
been raging now for more than sixty 
years, and which started at Summit 
Hill, Penn., near the spot where Phil- 
lip Ginter discovered anthracite coal 
in 1871, has burned through the im- 
mense concrete wall which the Le- 
high Coal and Navigation Company 
sank in front of it deep down into the 
earth several years ago, at a cost of 
more than a million dollars. It is 
now threatening the mammoth vein 
in the Panther Creek valley, the larg- 
est and richest vein of anthracite in 
the world. 

The wall, 
ground to 
fifteen feet

which was sunk into the 
depth of 100 feet, was 
thick, of solid concrete, 
believed that the sub- 
fire would .never eat 
through it, but that it would pre- 
vent it from spreading any farther 
and eventually extinguish it. The 
fact that the flames have eaten 
through this huge barrier has caused 
grave fears among the Lehigh Coal 
and Navigation officials, who are now 
putting forth every possible effort to 
prevent the fire getting into the vast 
beds of anthracite in the vicinity 

A large force of men are at work 
drilling holes deep into the earth, 
and into these openings water and 
slush is being poured directly on the 
subterranean fire, in the hope of pre- 
venting a rapid spread, if impossible 
to extinguish it. 


Already this fire has destroyed 
millions of dollars worth of. coal, 
while the sixty-year fight to extin- 


guish it has cost enormous sums,

CANADA CAN BUILD A 
HUGE RUSSIAN TRADE 


Dr. J. D. Prince Urges Efficient Means 
in Getting After it 

Dr. J. D. Prince, professor of Slay- 

onic languages at Columbia Untver- 

sity, New York, speaking at a lunch- 


eon of the Canadian Club at Montreal, | 


impressed upon the club the import- 
ance of cultivating more extensive 
trade relations with Russia during the 
War, so that after the war was over 
the Dominion might bear its share in 
permanently ousting the Germans 
from Russian trade, There was a very 
large attendance and much 
Was aroused by Dr. Prince’s explana- 
tion of Russia’s advance during the 
past few years and the opportunities 
that are opening up for extended 
trade. 

He pointed out that vefore the war 
practically all Russia’s foreign trade 
was handled by the Germans, ‘This 
huge trade could be taken over by 
Canada, in part at least, if {t adopted 
the same efficient means of getting 
after it, such as working through trade 
agents, and especially training men 
at the universities and in business 
Ways 80 that they would not only un- 
derstand Russian conditions, but be 
able to speak the language. This lat- 
ter, Dr. Prince emphasized, was a 
prime factor, and he advocated the 
establishment of work along these 
lines in at least two Canadian univer- 
sities, one in the east and one in the 
west,

Many Samples of Oats and Barley 
Show Signs of Frost Damage and 
Are Unfit For Seed 


Germination, tests made on oats, 
wheat and barley this fall at the Do- 
minion seed laboratory, at Calgary, 
show that there’ are considerable 
quantities of oats and barley, par- 
ticularly in Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan which are unfit for seed, The 
average percentage ~ germination for 
Alberta oats is 68 per cent. and none 
of the samples of Alberta oats re- 
ceived have germinated up to the 
standard which {8-95 per cent. More- 
over the «average preliminary count 
which is made at the en@d-of six days 
is as low as 35 per cent. Good seed 
oats should give a preliminary count 
of 85 per cent. to $0 per cent. and a 
final (14-day) count of 0 per cent. 
to 98 per cent, of vital seeds, 

Samples of oats received from Sas- 
katchewan are somewhat better. The 
average preliminary count is 60 per 
cent. and the average final count is 
86 per cent, Many samples show eyvl- 
dence of frost, injury, these always 
giving low percentages of vital seeds, 
both in the preliminary and 
counts. Alberta parley has also given 
low germination percentages. The 
average preliminary (6-day) count ts 
52 per cent. and the average final (14- 
day) count is 70 per cent, These fig- 
ures are very low and indicate that 
considerable proportions of Alberta 
oats and barley and Sasaktchewan 
oats are weak in vitality and unde- 
sirable for seed purposes. 

As one of the first essentials for 
a good crop of any kind is good seed, 
it is important that only good seed 
with strong germination energy and 
a high percentage of germinable 
seeds should be used. The germina- 
tion energy of a sample is indicated 
by the percentage of seeds which 
germinate during the first four or 
five days of the test. The premilin- 
ary count, therefore, is an index of 
the germination energy. If, for ex- 
ample, the preliminary count on a 
sample of oats is 2h per cent., the 
germination energy of the sample is 
very low, but if the 
count is $0 per cent, the germina- 
tion energy is strong. Two samples 
may vary as widely as this in the 
preliminary count, but may contain 
the same percentage of vital seeds 
in which “edse the tinal counts 
would be the *#ame, If the final 
counts only were considered, oue of 
these samples would be thought to 
be as good as the other, while in 
reality one {ig good seed and the 
other undesirable for use s seed, 
The sample with a high preliminary’ 
count will withstand unfavorable 
weather conditions at the time of 
seeding very much better than the 
other, Jt will give a more’ even 
stand on the field and a crop which 
will in all probability ripen some- 
what earlier, 

Farmers should satisfy themselves 
before seeding time neat spring that 
their seed grain is of the best qual- 
ity. This) can only be done by a 
germination test, conducted either at 
home or at the Dominion seed lap- 
oratory in Calgary, Samples up to 
twenty-five in number will be tested 
at the seed laboratory free of charge 
for any individual or company in one 
year. Above this number 25 cents per 
test is charged, 

Samples from Manitoba, 
chewan, Alberta and British Colum- 
bia for test should be addressed to 
the Dominion seed laboratory, Box 
1684, Calgary, Alberta, and postage 
paid by the sender, It is unneces- 
Isary to send stamps for return post- 
age. For wheat, oats, barley and 
seed of similar size, about half a 
teacupful should be sent for test; 
for seeds of smaller size, such as 
flax, ved clover, timothy, ete., half 
this quantity ix sufficient. If more 
than one sample of the same kind 
of seed is sent for test they should 
bear some distinguishing mark or 
number.

Ttree~Good Meals a Day Provided for the British ‘Troops, and 


Helps to Make Conditions 


in the Trenches as Favorable as Possible 


As most people know, there has 
never been a war, in which the Brit- 
ish commissarfat department has 


made as good w showing as in this 
one, 

Although the food supplies are 
taken across from Britain, our troops 
always have their meals prepared for 
them—three times a day, good whole- 
some food in abundance. 

The rations are carefully chosen 
to support the constitution, and to 
avoid any possible stomachic  com- 
plications. In this respect all the 
doctors agree the feeding of the men 
has been splendidly effective. 

There have been other troubles, ot 
course, [Last year there were hard 
ships which were inevitable, espec- 
jally in the French lines, and yet the 
cases of illness due to the weather 
}conditions und the discomforts of the 


trenches were negligible. This year 
the French High Command has 
taken every advantage of the ex- 
perience they gained during the last 
winter campaign. 

The French troops are better fed 
jthan the Germans, On the other side 
}of the iron wall built across Murope, 
the Germans in the first line are 
given only one meal a day—at noon 

—and have to be contented at night

The troops have been well provid 
ed with warm clothing, and wherever 


necessary they have received new 
uniforms. Special attention has been 
}paid to the soldiers’ boots. The 
‘sinallest units now have their cob- 
blers’ shops, and at the present 
| moment new marching boots and 
| puttees are being distributed liber. 
jally, For the trenches waders have 
{been supplied, but one of the best 
jdevices for keeping the men's feet 
‘dry has peen found to be the or- 
dinary wooden sabot. Warm under- 
clothing of all kinds has now been 
liberally provided by the state and 


more than one private organization. 

The most radical reforms that the 
French and British troops have adopt- 
,ed, however, is in the direction of 
making the trenches as comfortable 
and healthy as possible. 

A great feature of these improvis- 
ed barracks {s the stove, the placa 
of which in the front trenches 1s 
taken by the charcoal brazier. Coal 
may be short, but in the firing line 
there is no scarcity of wood. For 
lighting it has been found that acet- 
ylene is both cheap and handy. 

The German newspapers talk at 
great length of the arrangements 
made by their rulers to enable their 
soldiers to keep themselves clean, al- 
though, as a matter of fact, the Ger- 
man soldier is extremely dirty. In 
the French army as in the British 
the complete absence of all epidemic 
shows how well the high command 
has looked after the men from this 
point of view. Every precaution fs 
taken to ensure a good = supply of 
drinking water, even in places ke 
the Champagne Pouilleuse, where in 
times of peace good water was ex 
tremely scarce, 

All the men have received from the 
military doctors a series of short in- 
structions to enable them to prevent 
themselves from being frost bitten. 

A very large number of men are 
working on the roads, which are now, 
it is certain, better kept in the zone 
of the armies than those near Paris 
Mechanical transport is peing use 
as far as possible, even quite near 
the firing line, in order to spare the 
men all physical exertion which can 
be avoided,
